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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1- rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over applicant's 
admitted prior art, and further in view of Mimura (JP 10066197 Al ). 

3. Examiner notes prior art patent to Luo et al. (US 20040190731 Al). 

As per claim 1, applicant's admitted prior art discloses a gain and compression 
stage audio system with an operator, but does not disclose a controlling means reading 
the compression level of the compressor and determines when howling occurs and 
displaying that to the operator. 

Mimura discloses an automatic system that forces an audio system to howl and 
detects a calculated value (abstract). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
that the prior art audio sound system could use the automatic howling 
detection/prevention system of Mimura, and further display an margin to the operator so 
that operator can perform the disclosed duties of setting the audio level and avoiding 
howling with the inherent advantages of automation.

As per claim 2, it would have been obvious to use hysteresis for the advantages 
inherent to using hysteresis. 

As per claim 3,6, the compression is after the gain stage. 

As per claim 4, it would have been obvious to display a useable calculated 
quantity ('howling margin') to the operator for the purpose of the operator being able to 
do the prior art disclosed job of setting the volume. 

As per claims 5,9-11 the system is an audio system, which output sounds from 
speakers and inputs sounds from microphones.
